begin reading the newspaper at 
their oOlee at 10 pn-cisdy, or at 
10:15.

They are ai set of tiuinlmgs as re- 
spects th(> iniporlaiice of theirevery 
moment; it is one of the engines 
that they employ to persuaile the 
public of the gigantic character of 
their operations. As though oni* 
day was imt just as auotlier for 
making money ! 

Il is curious that even the rank 
ami tile of the commercial army 
alTect this exaggeration of tho value 
of their time. " t4ive me twenty- 
four hours to turn about ill," says 
some [loor wri^ch surrounded by 
creditors, "and you shall all be 
paid." What is the go)d of his 
turning round in twenty-four 
hours, like the globe itself? 
"Time is money," runs their fool- 
i.sh proverb, whereupon it was once 
wittily observed. "Then, if you 
give me tiine, it is th(» same thing, 
as if I give you moiu^y," which is 
quite a new way to pay old debts. 
Lawyeis also make a great tleal 
of fuss about the value of their 
time, but with better reason, for 
Miey charge folks not for what they 
do for them, so much as for the 
time lliey take in doing it, which is 
one reason, among many, why law- 
suits are so prolonged. It in to the 
credit of the other professions that 
they do not boast IhomHolves in 
this particular, for although the 
clergy are empliali(! about the value 
of tiiiK!, it is not upon iner(> lini(>'H 
ac<!ounl, luit on till! r(>la(iun which 
it liears to eternity. They may 
make vital questions out of niiiny

In calm 
weather it is probable that tho 
birds would be able to fly for con- 
siderable distances, if their sense 
of dirtH'tion holds as securely over 
the untracke<l water as il doesacro.ss 
the land. The managers of the 
French Lino contemplate the sup- 
ply of pigeons to every ves.sel of 
their fleet, so that in the event of 
encountering any other ship in the 
fog, or driving against a rook or an 
iceberg, news of the disaster might 
reach the land more speiMlily and 
surely than liy the antiquated and 
uncertain method of committing 
mes.s«ge8 in bottles to the waves. —

Knowing all tnis, who can think 
of it without feeling his own blood 
boil, and, if ho ever wer-c yoiinji 
himself, without forgiving readily 
the heat and rashness of youth, il 
it goes at all too far in itH expres- 
sions of abhorrence, and of its th;- 
sire for vengeance for our gallant 
heroes ol the Mnitu'. 

W<! are not going lo brieve, in 
the face of trustworthy College 
history, that our fot-erunners here 
wen! either a lot of angels or men 
of unlimited wisilom, judgment, 
aird self-control — in fact, any bet- 
ter than ourselves. Mr. .Smith 
refers to the aid given by our 
alutnni to the Athletic Association 
this season, in answei- to i'e((uesls, 
an<l says that though when w(! need 
money for sum*' such worthy object 
we come to the end of our means, 
and "appeal" to them, when it is 
for a dishonorable purpose we lu^re 
plenty on hknd. He advises the 
alumni to "make a note of this for 
future i-eferi'nce." 

The students did not "apix'al" to 
the alumni. They Hiinply request- 
ed fhe aid fchey believed all right- 
minded alumni would be glad to 
give, to have a share in the athletic 
Inuiors of theii' alinii matter. They 
wore not mistak(-n. Many res])on(i. 
ed generously, as ,Mr. Smith had no 
need to remark, for wc harl given 
thankful acknowledgment. 

In spite of this kind aid, the 
students had to paj' nearly one- 
third of what was needed for the 
new uniform. In all, they con- 
triliiitoft riojirly one hirndred dol 
I on, or over two dol-

cost just two dollars. It is a great 
pity if, after giving to the extent 
of their means, arul so large a sum 
as named above, they cannot s'pend 
a spare iiick(;l in such a way as 
they ()l(ias<>, without the approval 
of the alumni, or of a few of them, 
and without threats of ceasing to 
give such help as had been asked 
for, if they would not be good. 

In a later oflitorial, Mr, Smith 
t.j»kes the o|)por-tunity "to inform 
th(! public, that the relation be- 
tween the alumni ami the iinder- 
giailiiateH, has for years been 
almost wholly one of giving on the 
fiart of the for-mer and asking or 
'sfdiciling' on the part of the 
latter." We take this opportuni- 
ty to inform the genet-al public, 
that this is llti' j'lrd ilmr in sev(-ral 
years — -except last year, when Ihe 
contributions were all i-(durne(l 
with rnarry thanks, for acceptable 
reasons — that the alumni have 
beeir srdicitod for financial contri- 
butions, and this only on the suji- 
position that they would not only 
be willing, but would wish to con- 
tinue having a share in the college 
affairs now, in athletic honors i)ar- 
ti(Milarly, We believe thi-- ■'" f-tl- 
ly so with many of them. 

An<l now, do not the siikkmiIs 
make some r-cturn '( In doing thi>ir 
best in base- ball and foot-ball, they 
have berui, and ai-e winning, not 
only honor in athletics for our col- 
lege, but spn^rwlinjr its fame far- 
ther and farther-, arfd giving fieoplc 
a far fretter opirrion of us, both as 
to mental ami iihysie/il qualities, 
than was once Ihe (iase. 

Wherever we have had any aid 
from the alumni, we have always 
striven to give duo return in the 
only way possible, through advanc 
ing the farnr* of our eol|('g«. 

This much the writer has pennerl 
ill behalf of tlu! student-body. He 
bcL's leave to sai,y a few words for 
hlmself, as editor of the Bitff and 
lilua. Because he had gained the 
i'lea tlutt quite a large number of 
the alumni had misunderstood his 
first etlitorial, he Wiote the second 
in fullerexplanalion of hisofiinions, 
to correct (my unfavorable impres- 
sions that may have unintentionally 
fteeri made by his first. He does 
not think it necessary to add any- 
thing her'c to the second. He is no 
dreamer and fully unrlei-stood that 
the' only way to get articles fr-fun 
the alumni was by personally re- 
questing them, and acknowledged, 
that th«*<«»ilunirius was worthy of 
such solicitation. If it had been 
at all possible he would have drme 
so \<t mrtre than he <lid. He, how- 
ever, thought it strange that this 
iie<-(-s>dty shoubl so generally be the 
lease 



In writing that first editorial, the 
editor's mind dwelt mor-e on the 
financial side than the liter-ary, 
howev<»r, and this was explicitlj- 
ap[)lied to one porli<m of the 
alumni very distinctly defii.ed and 
separated from the rest.

The (Students r-espect the alumni 
highly, find if tlutir la(-k of judg- 
ment should soiiK'times lea(j them 
into miseliief, or if tlier-e is any 
(custom or fault needing amend- 
ment, they will thank thejtiluninus 
who shows his <!ontinue(l interest 
in them and in the eolhige by 
qiiiiUy, kiiKlli/, and prhwhly calling 
such fact to tluMi- attention.

The "Smoker and Vaudeville" 
ontortaiiiinent given by tlie Doaf- 
Mntew' Union LoajjUK, last Satur- 
day «iveninn, was in itself a pleas- 
ant affair — tliat is ho far as personal 
enjoyment is concerned by those in 
attendance, but somehow there was 
not the large attendance that was 
looked for, and of the hunilrcd per- 
sona there, but six wer(» ladies. 
The League is hardly responsible 
for the attendance ligures — on the 
contrary it is deserving of the 
tluinks of those who were desirous 
of an event whereby they could en- 
joy a Saturday evening.

satisfactorily entertained by tlu' 
society giving s\ich affair. Of 
course, there are excusable excep- 
tions, as distance and incon- 
veniences, but these excusi's can- 
not apply to the great majority. 

Th(i "Smoker" part of it un- 
doubtedly kept away many ladies 
whose «ense of propriety l)egru<lged 
their personal attendance. Hut the 
affair. It was one of tli<* kind al- 
most every cluli in New York has 
been giving for many years. 
When the inflow of guests seemed 
to cease, pipes and tobac(!o were 
passed around, and immediately 
volumes of smoke began circling 
upwurd, l)ul fortunately the tobac- 
co was not. of the " Yalcs Mixture " 
or other high statidard brand, so 
that the pulling at the pipes abated 
suffi(!iently as to leave the stage 
iinobscured to the audience.

city about May 28th or 29th. He 
will stay in this country for two 
months, coming, it is understood, 
at the special invitation of Dr. K. 
M. Gallandet. Perhaps he will be 
much in evidence at the Columbus 
con vent ion, where he may give some 
telling blows against pure-oralisin 
as piactised in Kur()i)e.

I first saw the light in Calshot 
("aslle, at the entrance to South- 
ampton Water — a fortress erected 
in I. 5:50-41, with the material 
of Bcaulieu and Netley Abbeys, 
when ili(!y were destroyed by King 
Ileiiiy VIII. My father was senior 
ofTicer of coast guard, and, in latei 
years, was acting inspecting officer 
of the Lymington division — hence 
I began lift! amongst sailors, and 
used often to .sail in the revenue 
cniisers and coast guard boats. 
Round the Castle was a battery of 
nine 18-[)ounder guns, and a 
magazine (iontaining 32 barrels of 
gunpowder was very close to the 
room in which I was born. There 
was a ifiast/cr gunm-r of Royal 
Artillery, who took charge of the 
military items of the Castle, hence 
I began life in an atmospliere 
of the combinc<l .services. My 
paternal grandfather was a colonel 
of Royal Marine Light Infantry. 
An uncle; was captain of Royal 
Marines, who died at Port Royal, 
in .Jamaica, from yellow fever, 
while in commau<J of a West indni 
regiment. My maternal grand- 
father was a (iaptain in the Royal 
Xavy, an<I was in the battle of 
Algiers. My father, in his eaily 
days, served in the blockade of 
Toulon, ami lat<ir on, just missed 
participating in the l>attle of 
Navarino, owing to calms. I have 
an uncle living, a F^aymaster-in- 
Chicf, C. B., who was in tli" C^hina 
war some years later. 

I was one of three childr<!ii; my 
mother died when I wasthr<!c and a 
half years old, at Kaglehurst, where 
she was staying with (jrcneral 
Berkelej' Drummond, groom-in- 
waiting to the Queen. My young- 
est brother and myself were attack- 
ed with scarlet fever, which 
originated in one <jf the coast-guarfl- 
men's ehihiren in the Barnw^ks at 
the castle. This brother died at 
the age of three and a half years, 
an<l I survived. I was timn five 
years old, and as a result of the 
fever, I lost my hearing. My eldest 
brother escaped it, and is now a 
Fleet Paymaster, Royal Navy. 
Had it not been for this deafness, I 
should have entered the Royal 
.Vavy, to which I am as devoted as 
any man can be, both scientifically 
and [iractically. 

I was never sent to any kind of 
school or institution, but was 
taugfit at home, so that later on I 
had a wider field before me tlnin 
the curriculum of a school. My 
father, not liking the idea <»f my 
l)eing dumb, insisted on my mak- 
ing it a practice to speak, and I 
was kept up to this by reading 
aloud from books and in other 
ways. My home education was 
simply elementary, an<l my brother 
used to teach me further during his 
HC'hfxA holidays, and I afterwards 
continued learning l>y s«'lf-help al- 
one. I was able to read books be- 
fore I became deaf, and can well 
remember my mothisr teaf;hing me 
the Catechism, etc., while she iiv- 
efi, and yet I was then only three 
and a half years old. not more. I 
lived in Calshot Castle until I was 
sixteen, and then lived for many 
years a very solitary life with my 
father at Portswood, in the en- 
virons of Southampton. 

B(-ing so mucli alone, I devoted 
myself to drawing and painting, 
but in my spare hours, and being 
of a scientific turn of mind, I 
amused myself #ilh all sorts of 
mechanical and technical pursuits, 
and by obtaining all such books as 
I was then able to get, I acfjiiifed, 
unaided, a vast amount of informa- 
tion of all kinds, mostly scientifi<!. 
I ha^l become a member of the 
Hartley Institution, at Southamp- 
ton, and for many years ma<le good 
use of the books and papers in the 
resc in, 

1 -A the arts of drawing, 

paintin^f and wood-engraving, and 
everything I eoi)l<l lay hands on. 
It may be worth noting here, as 
showing the great difficulties I la- 
bf>ured under, that in the matf^er <»f 
wood-engraving, I lia<l neither ma- 
teriHl nor tools, so I got the broken 
end of a sword-ctick aufl ground it 
to the rex^uisile shape of a graver, 
and for want of box-woo<l I flawed 
cross slices from logs of hawthorn 
wo'sl frirew<iod logs), which I 
ground and polished. This, as a 
beginning, was not bad, t»ut I af- 
terwards suweeded in obtaining a 
block and a few t<K)ls. Later on I 
got more, and a good st^>ck of 
tfxds, and turned out fairly gofxJ 
(trints, but did not attempt to get 
them 7>ul)lished. I also invented a 
method of making /</c-.vw/i/« copies 
of coins in print«;r's ink, which I 
never rii;i(lc knowu to anyone ; but 
all ' ngs are of no utility in 

these niijM 1.1 j>hoto-proeess blocks. 
I had no companions or associ- 
ates, and my mind was not divert- 
ed by the frivolities of the world. 
I used to amuse myself with arith- 
""■'ieal and mathematical prob- 
. engineering, model-making, 
eie. In later years, when I got 
more al>ont, my favr»nrite plac«^s of 



quentiy ui drive <!ngines and trains 
on the branch line in and from 
Netley anrl Southampton at all sea- 
sons and in all weathers, night or 
day, HH an amatfinr ; hencn I ac- 



beeoine a civil engineer, but there 
was no friend to help me that way, 
and so I continued painting and 
drawing until 1872, wlnm a naval 
pul>lislu!r called upon iiieand st^trt- 
ed me in the exclusive line of flraw- 
iiig wai- ships, the first result being 
" The Royal Nuvy," in two vols., 
published at £.M3s. (Jd. The list 
of sul)sciibcrs contains " II, M. tln^ 
Queen, six copies." Since then I 
have iilufrfr^tcd several naval 
works, including Low's " Histoiy of 
the Royal Navy," three vols. 4to, 
and when th** Right Hon. Lord 
Brassey started "The Naval An- 
nual," in I88(), I was <',ngagcd to il- 
lustrate it, and have since been 
continuously on the staff of that 
pulilication. An extract from the 
pfirf.ice to the 189(5 volume, states 
that " Mr. Mitchell still (toiitiniies 
mainly responsible for this depart- 
ment." I have to make drawing of 
the newest ships of importance both 
of our own and foreign navies, and 
have to look up all possible sources 
of information. Frequently the 
matf-rial available is mrwgre, or I 
have to make the picture with tiie 
help of til' 1 plans of sliipsas 

yet uncoin .'ind I take photo- 

graphs of parts of a sliij* for de- 
tails. By special arrangement 1 
liave admittance to the Royal 
Dockyards whenever I require ; 
:ind have several times found my- 
self in the drawing office and model 
rooms where si rangers an- not ad- 
mitted. On one occasion there 
happened to be a new (liief Con- 
structor, to whom I was not pre- 
sonally known, and when I a|)plied 
to him to allow me to inspect the 
plans of a ship then in course of 
construction, he refused point 
blank, and, after a long parley, lie 
dismissed me as an intruder info 
the ofTieial secrecy of his depart- 
ment. Finding that persuasion 
was usIesH, I simply smiled an<l 
tolo him that I would report at 
headquarters. Subsequently, he 
received orders from t;he Admiralty 
(o grant \w every facility, and then 
r got what I wanted, owing to the 
I act that I am known at the Ad- 
miralty, In some instances I have 
had to visit distant yards to inspect 
new war ships. The last tinx' was 
at the Thomas Ironworks, at iilack- 
wall, wln^re I met with a pleasant 
reeepti«m on board the batth'ship 
" Fuji," built foi the ,Ta|)aiiese 

Government. 

Duringthe lasttwenty/ive years I 
liave painted nearly 2,000 ships, and 
these pictures are very w<dl known 
in all naval circles. I frequently 
jro on board ships of war, and as- 
sociate with officers, and gain much 
practical information. I have 
many times been out to s(^a, for 
varying j>criods, from one day to 
six weeks. My longest time was in 
the battleship " Ben bow," for the 
whole t^rm of her commission, 
during the Naval Manreuvres. I 
went through two sham battles, 
with the rattling fire of more than 
.'iO ships toirether ; the cfTeet was 
most edifying in each case. The 
trial trips of new ships and quar- 
terly gun practice are very interest- 
ing. I was out in the Channel last 
December, and had some practice 
with the Q. F. guns in a 30 knot 
destroyer. I have seen a good 
deal of torpedo practice, an<I many 
other interesting matters in various 
kinds of ships. Even foreign war 
ships do not ew-ape my observa- 
tion whenever opportunity occurs. 

My patrons are nearly all naval 
offi<fers. I have paint/cd compara- 
tively few yachts, owing to my ad- 
dress not being more known amongst 
yacht ownrTS. Many of my pa- 
trons have had a dozen «»r more pic- 
tures, and there are f<!W ships that 
have not one or more of my pictures 
on board, all over the world. 
Amongst my patrons have been the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of York, 
the German Emperor, and Russian 
Grand Duke Michiolovitch, Prince 
Tnan Surawongse, of Slam, and 
varioiLS others. One large pifftiire 
of the Biitish Fleet at Zanzibar, 
which was pres«'nt<Ml by the Ad- 
miral Onnmanding-in-Chief and 
ofTlcers some years ago to the 
Sultan, has ha*J a curious experi- 
ence, for when the Sultan's place 
was bombarded and partially de- 
stroye<l by our ships, I expef;t<'d 
that my picture was "done for," 
but I have just been on board H. 
M. S. " St Georjre" (lately rcttirne<l 
to England), and the officers tell me 
that the picture was all right and 
nninjurcfi after the bombardment. 
In the Naval Exhibitir)n, of 1891, 
there were more than 20 of my pit;- 
turesexhibited bydiffercMit persons, 
and one which I sent mys«df, was 
purchas<;d for £30 by a gentleman 
who got me to paint him another for 
£00. The Duke of Ynrk has Iwie;; 
a gfiod customer, an<l when he was 
incommandof H. .M.S. "Melampus" 
I WHi'A to see him on board. I have 
since fried U) get him to grant me 
some form of .lubilee favour, but 
he could do nothing more than refer 
me to the Queen. This I was not 
willing to venture on. 

lam personally acquainted a with 
several Admirals and (Jommanders- 
In-Chief, and sinongst tlK)se who 
e called at my house, was the 

. Admiral ^jml (Jbtrence Paget. 
I once, years ago, lia<l the honour 
of being called by telegraph to meet 
the Prince of Wales on board the 
R/)yal yacht '* Osborne, "ofT(,'owcs, 
n.n<\ to make sketches of his racing 

lit. The Prince, it is n 



and, before leaving, ho gave me a 
half-hour's cruising in his steam 
lauiK'h — a very pleasant reminis- 
cence. During the recent .Jubihie 
Naval Review of 180?, I was a guest 
for a f(tw days rni board (me of the 
ships, and had good rjiiporl unities 
of s(Mdiig the display to advantage, 
inchnling a run through the flecit in 
a steam cutter bcfwe(;n 11 and 12 
P.M., during the illumination — a 
sight never to be forgotten. 

I married, in 1881, Miss Wood- 
man, a direct descendant of one of 
the famous Su.ssex martyrs, Richard 
Wood man, who pca-ished at the 
slake at Lewes, in 1557, in the in- 
terests of ProtiiStantism as against 
l'o|)ery. The Rev. Dr. Staincr 
officiated at All Saints' Church, 
Lewes ; the bride was given away 
by the Right Hon. the Earl of 
Chichester. My married life has 
Ixicn a very hai)py one, and we 
have one son, now fifteen years of 
age, a very promising youth. My 
wife is, like myself, fleaf, from the 
same cause, but at an (earlier age ; 
and, owing to The mistaken ideas 
then in vogue, she was not trained 
in tlui use of her sjieeeh. She is, 
however, an excellent manager of 
lu)Useliold affairs. She was the 
lady who was se|e<'tcd to present a 
fmuqiiet to II. R. H. the Princess 
of Wales, on the laying of the 
foundation stone of St. Suviour's 
Church for the deaf, in Oxford 
Street, London. She (^ollcctf-d the 
largest amount towards the'build- 
ing, and has be< n a ureat help to 
the Rev. Dr. Staincr in founding 
\\w Homes lor the Dciaf and Dumb 
in various parts of LondoiK. Some 
lime after I maine<l, I made Ryde, 
in the Isle of Wight, my places of 
-i(»sideiiee, so as to be nearffr to the 
great naval arsenal, and in full 
view of Spit head, wIkm-c ships of 
war aie constantly to be seen. In 
politics, I hold with the present 
(lovernment, and am a knight of 
the Primrose League, and a member 
of the Navy League.

To "strike the flag "is to lower 
the national colors in token of 
subinisHi(Ui. Flags are used as the 
symbol of rank and command, says 
lUd School Jdiinial, i\n' officers us- 
ing them being called flag officers. 
Such flags are square, to distinguish 
them from other banners. 

A " flag of truce" is a white flag 
disi)l(iyed to an enemy to indicate 
a desire for a parley or consultation. 

The white flag is the sign of 
peace. After battle parties from 
both sides often go out to the liehl 
to rescue the wounded or bury the 
dead, under the protection of a 
white flag. 

The red flag is a sign of defiance 
and is oft<!n used by revolutionists. 
In our service it is a mark of danger 
and slu»ws a vessel to be receiving 
or <lis<diarging her powder. 

The black flag is the sign of 
piracy. The yellow flag shows a 
vessel to be at quarantine, and is 
the sign of ('ontfigions diseas((. A 
flag at half-mast ine/ins mourning. 
Fishing and other vessels return 
with a flag at half-masttoannounne 
the loss or death of some of the 
men. Dipping a flag is lowering it
